Directions by the Speaker under the Rules of Procedure of 

Lok Sabha 


In pursuance of rule 283(1) of the Rules of Procedure and 
Conduct of Business in Lok Sabha (Fifth Edition), the Speaker 
has issued the following direction:— 


“lOlA. The following procedure shall be adopted by the 
Committee on Estimates in examining the estimates 
relating to the public undertakings: — 

(i) A Standing Sub-Committee of the Committee on 
Estimates on Public Undertakings shall be appoint¬ 
ed under rule 263(1) of the Rules of Procedure at 
the beginning of each year after the constitution 
of the Committee on Estimates.

Eocplanation .—^For the purposes of this direction, 
a public undertaking means an organization endow¬ 
ed with a legal personality and set up by or under the 
provisions of a statute for undertaking on behalf of 
the Government of India an enterprise of Industrial, 
commercial or financial nature or a special service 
in the public interest and possessing a large measure 
of administrative and financial autonomy. 


(ii) The members of the sub-Committefe shall be nomi¬ 
nated by the Chairman from amongst the members 
of the Committee. 
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(iii) The sub-Committee may call for information or 
hear officials or take any other evidence connected 
with the estimates of the public undertaking under 
examination. 

(iv) On completion of the examination of the estimates 
of a public undertaking, the sub-Committee may 
arrive at conclusions and prepare such reports as 
they may consider necessary. 

(v) The reports of the sub-Committee shall be placed 
before the whole Committee for their consideration 
and approval. 

(V) The Cha rman of the Committee shall regulate the 
procedure and organisat on of the work of the sub- 
. Trumitlee in such manner as he may consider 
necessary.”
